Mere Abont the Arrest of Sarratt-The
English Anthorities nt Malta Refase to
Interfere—Survait's Informer and His
Reward,

Naplea Corvespondence of the Londom Times.

The receipt of o letter at the American Con-
enlate In this city Inst cvening, from the United
Htatos authorities in Malta. me Lo
sdvert to a subject which may create some un-
ensipess, Hurratt, ope the conspirators
sgainet the late President Lincoln, has been for
ten months or more in the serviee of the Pope
in the regiment of Zonaves, but quitting it aod
f;ing from Rome, he sirived in Naples about &
fertnigbt since, wearing the unilorm of the
Zouaves. On Sunday, the 18tk the American
Couenl received a telegram from
in Reme, to the elfeet that the
tere wis none other than Surratl, and ordering
Lle Immediate arrest, lmmedipie application
wis made to the police of Naples, and every
porsible facihity afforded, but it was found they
wore oo late, and that the eriminal hod started
the night betore by the Liveronol serew Tripoli
for Malta and Alexundria,

The telegraph was then put o comom nnication
with Mnal a, and directions wetre given to the
Consul-teneral of the United in thut
icland to arrest Walters immedlalely on his
arrival. A letter received ot the Americnn Con
eulate only Inst evening states that the Tripold
touched at Malta carly on Monday morning, the
A0tk: that t he Consul immediately applied for
power to arrest Surratl: that no answer was
returned 1l jrst before the hour of the departure
of the Trwold for Alexandrin; and that the an-
swer was in the negative, on the ground of there
being no authonty for doing so, Telegrams
have, therelore, been sent from the United
Bigtes representatives in Rome, Naples, and
Malti, to the Consul in Alexandria, and as ves

sele trom Liverpool undergo aquarantine ju that
city, it I8 lully expected that Surract will there
be captured. On wha! grounds the British
anthorities in Mattn declined to wot i= notkuown,
and it would be prémature, theretore, 10 express
sny opinion on the subject; pul the mere faot
of their having declined bas oreated the worst
possible teelings in  the minds of  Ameri-
can agents, The Consul at Malta expres-es
the opinion that it was by “a  mere
legal quibble” toe head and front of the
conspiracy was permitied to escape; and
here I have beard the refusal of the British
autborities 1o act contrasted with the readiness
which was ehown In Ameriea to give up Muller,
It must, however, be clear to every dispas-
siopate person thut there i not the slightest
rallel between the two cases, In that of
fuller the Americas aunthorities had becn
applied to come d::j)-a before his arrival, and all
the forms observed which the Treaty o Extra-
dition required; in the present cuse u telegram
only couveyed the intormution and demand, 1
have reason to believe tout a despateh hush een
already sent on to Mr, Seward couched in the
gtrongest terms, and us Amerlcans are disposed
to regard almost every act, word, and thonght
of Englaund as being hostile o them, some difli-
culty may be expected. From the sympathy
and iundignation which were expressed in Eopg-
land at the time of the assassination of Mr.

NarLgs, November 29, —Since writing my last
letter 1 have received the following details of the
adventures of Surrstt sinee hia arrival in Italy,
About ten mouthg ago he entered the Pontifical
service, and wagdrafied into the 6th Compuny of
Zouaves, Without the knowledge of either of
themw, & young man who had E)m-n_ educated
together with Burratt in the College of Marylund,
ulso entered the same service, and was snrolled
in the 4th Company of the Zouaves, Having
been quartered in diferent places, they had never
met, but about #ix months szo both compnnics
were sent to the same locality to execute some
manwuvre agalnst the brigunds,
tion they met, and his companion addressed Sur-
ratt by name. Drawing bim  aside, the lat-
wr informed bim he was now known
only as John Watson. A duy or two
alterwards  the companion, professing 1o
be  dissusted at  serving  with  assassins,
sought out General King, American Mnister at
Rome, and told him the whole affwir, On being
assured that there was no mistake as to the
identity of Burratt, the Generyl desived the in-
former to remain quiet, said he should ask lis
Government for instructious, und held oot
promise of & reward. The American Govern-
ment, in reply, desived their Manister to secure
Sureatt, nnd General King called on Cardipal
Antonelll and begeed to know whether, iu' the
event of his identilying Surratt and wishiog to
arrest him, s Eminence would permit it.  The
Cardinal replied that, though ne wealy of ex-
tradition existed between the two countries,
they were in o position to do as they liked, nud
could bave no desire to shelter assassins:
atill, he wmuel consult his Holiness, Thre-
days later hi= Eminence sent for Gene.
ral King, and showed him the orders for the
urrest, und on his  own responsibility
afterwards sent 1o the communding officer at
Velletri directions to secure Barratt, who was
arrested #t Vallecorss, Though guarded by
five Zouaves, he managedjto throw himself into
a deep ravine, thus inflicting upon himself
gevere injurles, the marks of which he bore on
hi= arrivil in Naples, and, as Vallecorss is only
two or three miles from the frontier, easily
crossed it,  Here he was arrested by the Custom
House suthorities s huving no passport und
being in the Pontifieal uniform, but was shortl
velegsed,  On lesrning these facts, Genera
King. it is suid, teit agerieved, and stated that he
had not requested his Emnence to arrest him,
but had only asked for power to do so in the
event of the demand being made. He imme-
duntely communitoated with My, Marsh, the Ame.
vicin Minister at Florence, but Mr., Marsh was
feting it at Venice
Mr. Marsh'® return, and calling on the
Minister for Foreign Affairs, he found that
his Excellency was aolug the same, Thus, much
time was losi, but the SBecretary promised every
ssslstunce, adding thut, thoush Surratt were ar-
rested, bhe felt wosured his Government would
not glve him up except on the condition of his
life belng spared. This muech was declded on
Thursday, the 15th instant, sod as Mr, Swan,
the Amencan Consul, did pot receive any des-
patch urging him to act unti) Sunduy, the 18th,
it was to0 Jate, as the bird had flown.

Mr, Hayes took up that wanderipg lifejwhioh
continued to his death. He went to California,
and thence to Japan sod Chiona, saopd back again
to Californin, which State heleft on the bregking
out of the war, He made his way overlaud to
Texas, wlere he resided during the Rebellion.
A few wecks ngo be was invited back to the
Pu‘ayum' office by the proprietors, but he died
the day aiter landing in New Orleans. He stood
high in hi= pro‘ession, and wus esteemed by all
who knew him.
